The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art does not 
teach or show a refrigerant cycle comprising an ejector comprising a high-pressure inlet port, a 
low-pressure port, a nozzle, a pressure-increasing portion (having an outlet); and a throttle 
control system including a bypass passage diverged from a refrigerant passage at a divergent 
point that is upstream from the high-pressure inlet port, and being joined to the refrigerant 
passage at a point that is downstream from the divergent point, a control valve, and a pilot valve.
